By reason of her early start, the 


Reliance was able to reach the light 
ship ahesti of the excursion ft>et. The 
Shamrock, however, starting half an 
hour after, was soon surrounded by 
the vanguard of th«sc vessels and i 
score of steam yachts and tugs no- 


hour before time set for the start, 
there were fully 60 vevaels in th 
vicinity of tbe lightship, and twice

Considering the conditions, the pace 
made by the big racers was remark' 
able, but it was apparent that unless 
the breeze improved considerably, it 
would not take them round the coarse, 
within the time limit. At 12 o'clock, 
the yachts were about four miles <tue 
east of Mommouth Beach.

Red Cloud, chief of the Sioux, lie* dy- 
ing in his little tent at his home, one 
mile from this agency, says a Pino 
Ridge dispatch to the New York Her- 
ald. 


Formerly the greatest of all Indian 


chieftains—Washington-like, "flr«t In 
peace, first in 
war"—Red 
Cloud's 


glory has departed, and 
he lies, a 


broken reed, dependent on charity al- 
most for his daily bread. White phy 
slcians have given up hope of saving 
the old sachem's life, and state that 
dissolution may come at any hour— 
surely within a few weeks. The medi- 
cine men. however, still hold 
daily 


"pow-wows" over their dying chief, 
and make "good medicine" in his be- 
half. 


Red Cloud's career has been as re- 


markable as has that of any white 
man in the country. Like so many if 
the nation's great men, he was bnra 
in obscurity, and by sheer force at 
will, bravery and intelligence, he rose 
»tep by step, to be the chief of the 
greatest, most warlike and most sav- 
age tribe of American Indians. 


In his tWrty years' war with the 


white*, from 1845 to 1876, Red Cloud 
became known as the fiercest and 
boldest of the Sioux leaders, and it 
was during tftose years, that he grad- 
ually worked W* way forward until h»j 
was recognized as the big chief of all 
Sioux bands and tribee. And the old 
man has been a diplomat 
of rare 


ability, also, sad in councils and meet- 
ings has ruled Iris people and gained 
hia points in a manner which many 
white political bosses might envy. 


Never a 
forceful 
speaker. 
Red 


Cloud always employed some firstclass 
orator to represent him. in debate, and 
even during the trips-, he has made 
to Washington m the interests of the 
Indians, Red Cloud always, refrained 
from making set spsftbes. But with 
Ills council he instructed his mouth- 
pieces just what to say. and how TO 
Tlandle points uud«r consideration and 
woe unto the man who. failed him 


Buried the Tomahawk. 


When Red Cloud fouwht the whites 


fits did so to thi* be«t of his ability. 
Descending like a whirlwind of death 
oo a settlement, his band left a gory 
path, in its rear. But when he signed 
his first "ppacp pappr," he buried his 
tomahawk. a.nd to h.is credit it can be 
said that that p*-ace was never brok 
PB 
Sm/ce that time, he has lived 


within the terms of UK* contract, and 
for twentj-three years has lived at 
this place. Pine Rulge Agency, a pen- 
sioner of the government, and has 
done much to hold the other Indians 
in chech during excitable times 


But Red Cloud has never "truckled" 


to the whites, and to this day, he in- 
sists that the Sioux is not receiving 
the full benefits of the "peace paper' 
which, he signed yt-ars a«o. Thf old 
man is fetitl vigorously opposed to the 
new idea of the government m cut- 
ting off the rations of the younger In- 
dians and forcing them, to work for 
the.r \"<:ng 
Tv.o months ago, 
he 


sent out letters to the sub-chiefs in- 
structing them to prevent the youns 
men from working, and saying that 
the government would not see them 
starve, that the government owed 
them rations forever 


Realizing that death is at hand, the 


old man has issued a short address 
along these lines to the Sioux, saying: 


"The government has never given 


us our rights. !' has not lived up to 
the contract. 
But the Sioux can no 


more fight for thPir rights. 
Their 


fighting days are over. They must not 
quietly accept this situation and be- 
come practically slaves, working by 
the day for a master, when they 
should be forever supported by a gov- 
ernment, »-hich has taken their hunt- 
ing grounds from them. 


"Therefore, the Sioux must refuse 


to work, and the white people every- 
where will see the justice of 
their 


caus" and will see that they are taken 
care of 
And I would advise Indians 


of other tribrh aiul nation^ to ilo like- 
wise 


' Should ail Indians refuse to accept 


work, tiiej' will remain as Indians but 
should th°y fol'ow in the paths of the!
